“We see a disposition on their part 
to help,” the report said, “but the 
decision of the attorney general for 
Maryland to the effect that state of­ 
ficers are not obliged to enforce the 
national prohibition act stands in the 
way of enthusiastic co-operation.” 
Ohio Officers Help 
“ In most of Ohio,” the report con­ 
tinued. “we receive the co-operation 
of state officials. 
Especially 
is the 
support of the state and local officials 
noticeable since the people adopted the 
Crahbe State Enforcement Code. 
“In West Virginia, which has been 
dry for a long time, we are materially 
aided by state officials.” 
In Ohio the number of violations re­ 
ported to federal district attorneys 
was 1590, of which 
525 
resulted in 
convictions. 
There were 1555 seiz­ 
ures of property, including 127 auto­ 
mobiles. 
Tax assessments 
on the 
manufacture of liquor from January 
16 to June 30, 
1920, 
amounted to 
$798,575. 
More than 2000 cases of violations 
of the prohibition laws were reported 
in the Ohio-Maryland Department up 
to September 30, according to the re­ 
port of Mr. Stone.
